The  soil  should  be  of  good  depth,  moderately  rich,  the 
land  should  be  carefully  drained,  and  the  soil  thoroughly 
pulverized.  Some  good  fertilizer — pure  ground  bone,  wood 
ashes,  or  a  specially  prepared  lawn  fertilizer — should  be 
used.  After  sowing,  the  ground  should  be  lightly  raked  and 
rolled.
